Riddle’s 
operation, however, will be considerably different 
from a cross-channel auto ferry. Riddle’s operation 
will prove, with all types of cargo, how handy it is 
to have a door at either end as the airplane serves 
intermediate points between New York and Miami 
or between Chicago and Miami. Furthermore, at 
turnaround terminal points, to be able to work both 
ends of the airplane simultaneously will cut ground 
time, permitting the Argosy to spend more time in the 
air. What Riddle will prove if this works (and the 
plane does spend more time in the air) is that cargo 
will move during the day, as well as during the tradi- 
tional night hours. 

With the nice big doors that the Argosy has, there 
will be an increased emphasis for unitizing loads. Will 
it be pallets of containers? Riddle is presently ex- 
perimenting with both for existing aircraft. The in- 
formation will be helpful, but hardly decisive. The 
carrier is counting on the new planes to generate some 
traffic of the sort never before carried. Pallets or con- 
tainers may be no more the complete answer than the 
proposal for a dual-purpose floor—conveyor on one 
side, tie down system on the other. 

Loading and unloading aircraft quickly will impose 
a burden on anticipated terminal facilities. The Argosy 
can suggest what should be done. With a full width 
cargo door at either end, the Argosy can test terminal 
refinements peculiar to tail loading as well as front- 
end loading planes. 

There is still much to be settled in the air cargo 
business. We believe that Riddle’s use of this new 
plane will do a lot to resolve some unanswered ques- 
tions. 

Even more important, introduction of the Argosy 
should arouse the interest of the shipping public. To 
arouse interest is to win a major battle in the process 
of education.

He gave 
these examples: 

A shipper may route a shipment 
part way by deferred and the balance 
by regular air freight, paying regular 
rates only for that part of the service 
rendered as regular air freight. 

Or, he may divert a deferred ship- 
ment in-transit to regular freight if he 
needs to expedite it. 

A shipper may also route his ship- 
ment part way by deferred and part 
way via surface, paying the charges 
applying to each part of the service 
rendered. 

Higgins pointed out that Tiger's de- 
ferred traffic has grown substantially 
in the past year and is now running 
at a rate of nearly a million dollars 
annually. 


Board Tightens 
Forwarder Regulations 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has is- 
sued a revision of its Economic Regula- 
tions which will require more uni- 
form and detailed reporting of finan- 


cial, operating, and corporate data of 
both domestic and international air 
freight forwarders. The new regula- 
tions, a revision of Part 244, were 
adopted on February 19, and are to 
become effective March 27. 

At the same time, the Board gave 
notice of a proposal to change the 
format for reporting information on 
forwarder activity. 

In an explanatory statement, CAB 
said: “Experience indicates that the 
Board has not been receiving adequate 
information concerning the revenues 
and expenses and the number and 
tonnage of shipments handled by air 
freight forwarders (domestic and_ in- 
ternational). Consequently, the Board 
will require submission of additional 
data on forms to be fully prescribed 
in detail rather than designated by 
general rule as at present.” 

Accompanying the Board’s notice 
was a sample of the forms which CAB 
proposes to adopt. 

Interested parties were given an op- 
portunity to participate in the pro- 
posed rule making. 


Emery’s Int’] Division 
Steps Up Operations 


The International Division of Emery 
Air Freight in Europe has received a 
face lifting. A number of new agents 
have been appointed in several coun- 
tries. Six sales representatives have 
been added on the Continent and, to 
back up the program, new tariffs have 
been adopted on shipments under 50 
pounds to the U.S. and Canada. 

John C. Emery, president of the 
company noted that, “For the first time, 
the shipper in Europe can have ac- 
cess to such Emery-developed meth- 
ods as Air Procurement Service.

Pan American World Airways has 
announced a late April target date for 
the inauguration of jet service between 
the United States and South America. 
The carrier has already filed notice 
with Civil Aeronautics Board of non- 
stop service between Caracas, Vene- 
zuela and Asuncion, Paraguay. 

Pan Am has been certificated to 
serve Caracas and Asuncion for 20 
years. In 1946, the airline was forced 
to suspend service to Asuncion since 
the U.S. air agreement with Brazil did 
not permit continuation of flights. A 
recent revision of the agreement con- 
cluded by the State Department made 
it possible for PAA to reinstate service 
to Asuncion by overflying Brazil, as 
the carrier’s certificate specifies. 

PAA plans to operate the service on 
a once-weekly basis with Boeing 707s 
currently leased to National Airlines. 
New York-Caracas-Asuncion jet flights 
will eventually be extended to Buenos 
Aires.

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MATS Calls Upon Carriers 
For Additional Lift Bids 


The Military Air Transport Service 
has sent out requests for proposals to 
24 commercial carriers for additional 
overseas airlift. All the carriers have 
“call” type contracts with MATS. 

The announcement was made by 
Gen. William H. Tunner, MATS com- 
mander, who explained that the com- 
mercial airlift was needed to fill 
MATS’ requirements for transportation 
of passengers and cargo in the Atlantic, 
Pacific and Alaskan areas during April, 
May and June. Replys from interested 
carriers were due late last month. 


A breakdown of MATS requirements 
revealed that additional lift was re- 
quired for 680 passengers and 1605 
tons of cargo per month in the 
Atlantic, 3010 passengers and 233 tons 
of cargo monthly in the Pacific, and 
3692 passengers for each of the three 
months in the Alaskan area. 


Route segments in the Atlantic were: 
Dover AFB, Del., to Mildenhall AFB, 
England, 372 tons of cargo; Milden- 
hall to Dover, 144 tons; Dover AFB 
to Chateauroux, France and return, 79 
tons; Dover to Madrid, 134 tons; 
Dover to Lajes AB, Azores, 192 tons; 
Lajes to Dover, 186 tons; McGuire 
AFB, N.J., to Rhein/Main AB, Ger- 
many and return, 340 passengers and 
162 tons of cargo; McGuire to 
Chateauroux, France, 60 tons; Chate- 
auroux to McGuire, 35 tons. 


In the Pacific area, airlift is being 
procured for 816 roundtrip passengers 
between Travis AFB, Calif. and the 
island of Okinawa, via Tachikawa; 440 
passengers roundtrip between Travis 


and Manila, and 233 tons of cargo 
from Travis to Tachikawa. 

Additional airlift was needed for 
1846 roundtrip passerigers between 
McChord AFB, Washington, and An- 
chorage, Alaska. 

All figures are given on a monthly 
basis. Gen. Tunner described the pro- 
curement as a form of competitive 
negotiation, an addition to the 12 fixed 
long-term contracts which MATS has 
for overseas commercial airlift during 
the period Oct. 1, 1958 through Sept. 
30, 1959. 


Authority To Pool Freight 
Granted Two Forwarders 


Two air freight forwarders, Shul- 
man, Ine., based in Philadelphia, and 
W.T.C. Air Freight, based in Los 
Angeles, have obtained Civil Aero- 
nautics Board authority to pool their 
freight from time to time as it suits 
their mutual convenience. Each of the 
parties will pay his own pro-rata share 
based on the direct carrier rate. 


Examiner Recommends 
Alitalia Route Change 


Alitalia has received a favorable 
recommendation from Civil Aeronautics 
Board Examiner Merritt Ruhlen for a 
foreign air carrier permit amendment 
which would permit the Italian airline 
to add London as an intermediate on 
its Italy-New York City route. Alitalia 
would serve London as an intermediate 
point between Paris and Dublin. 

The Examiner noted that Alitalia 
plans to operate two roundtrips per 
week between New York and Rome 
via London and Milan and one round- 
trip via London only.

lot less juggling is required. That is, a heavy piece of 
machinery may be loaded into one end while the rest 
of the cargo is loaded from the other end. 

Any reduction in handling means savings in time. 
Further, it reduces the possibility of damage to ship- 
ments. In test after test, it has been established that 
damage from shock most frequently occurs in the 
handling operation. Because airplanes are as they are, 
shipments are put aboard more gently than usually 
done for a freight car, so that air shipping is safer. 
The Argosy will permit some intermediate handling 
to be eliminated. 

The straight-in loading and truckbed height will 
permit a considerable amount of load prearranging 
in the airline cargo terminal. With a system of pallets 
or containers, whole plane loads may be loaded or 
unloaded in a matter of minutes. 

Riddle, as everyone else, knows that successful sys- 
tem of transport has to be dependable. Shippers will 
buy a service that they can depend on. The cheaper 
it is, of course, the better shippers like it. But trans- 
portation, no matter how cheap, which does not 
bring shipments to the point of use when needed, is 
often embarrassingly expensive. 

Within Riddle’s own organization is an old story 
which is used to illustrate how expensive cheap trans- 
portation can be. 

The airline needed a heavy duty forklift truck for 
air freight operations in Miami. One was ordered from 
a plant some distance away, and a price conscious 
purchasing agent specified that the machine be shipped 
via the “cheapest way.” 

The cheapest way turned out to be via truck. Un- 
doubtedly, everything that happened to this shipment 
was a caricature of how a shipment should not be 
handled. It was lost for a while and the information 
needed to trace the shipment was garbled. When the 
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fork truck finally arrived in Miami, it was beat up so 
badly that an immediate overhaul was needed. The 
total transportation charges were not great. But, while 
Riddle waited for the machine to be delivered and 
then put into a usable condition, many expensive hours 
of manhandling items in the cargo shed were accum- 
ulated. One such experience was enough. 

Riddle is counting on the dependability of the new 
airplane. The Dart powerplants have been fully proved 
in 10 years of operation on Viscounts. Furthermore, the 
ease of maintenance and quick availability of parts are 
on the plus side. 

This all means economy, which is a battle Mr. Giles 
has been fighting since he came to Riddle. When he 
took over the reins, in February 1958, Riddle had 
been noticeably unsuccessful in making money as a 
scheduled, common carrier, air freight airline. 

Traffic, under the direction of Charles L. Hood, 
vice president of traffic and sales, was growing at a 
healthy rate, but expenses were killing the carrier. 
Giles first decided that an all-cargo airline should 
stick to its primary business. Anything which was not 
a part of the cargo operation was eliminated. Per- 
sonnel was cut back, new accounting procedures in- 
troduced, operations more efficiently controlled. Net 
result, the average monthly loss of $285,000 was re- 
duced to $95,000. 

This was about as far as Giles could go toward mak- 
ing the scheduled air freight operations pay, without a 
better airplane. 

With the predominantly C-46 operation, total ex- 
penses run about 24¢ per ton mile—3¢ more than the 
average return per ton mile of 21¢. The airline has 
32 C-46s and three C-54s. Part of the C-46 fleet is 
committed to a military air lift program. The C-54s 
are used on Riddle’s route to San Juan. 

Domestically, Riddle operates out of Miami to Chi- 
cago and Detroit via Atlanta and other points; and to 
New York via various points on the eastern seaboard. 
San Juan may be served directly from New York or 
via Miami. 

On routes such as these, one Argosy is expected to 
do the work of three C-46s. Studies indicate that the 
turboprop cargo plane will permit savings of about 
80% in operating costs. 

Indirect operating costs are expected to be signifi- 
cantly reduced. These costs run to about $135,000 a 
month. It is hoped that this more efficient airplane will 
help bring indirect costs down to about $85,000 a 
month. 

But nobody at Riddle is sitting on his hands waiting 
for the plane to come along. When the Argosy is de- 
livered, Riddle will be ready with a sales force to fill 
the planes and a processing operation to keep track 
of traffic. 

The telebill system has been in operation for just 
about two years. Its quirks and capabilities are under- 
stood. An expansion of traffic will impose no real pen- 
alties on the system. 

The telebill system combines International Business 
Machine data processing equipment with Riddle’s tele- 
type system. It works this way: 

When a shipment is presented to Riddle, a hand- 
written bill of lading is prepared.

Equally important to the shipper, the strawberries 
received less jouncing than when the flats were picked 
up and set down—two at a time. 

For items such as this, which lend themselves so 
readily to containerization and palletization, Riddle is 
woking kindly at a reversible floor for the Argosy. 
The Argosy will deliver in Miami for about $1.5 mil- 
ion each, with operational spares. With reversible 
foor panels, the cost would be a little more. 

The reversible panels would, in effect, be a built in 
materials handling device. Rollers or ball bearings im- 
bedded in one side of the floor would permit heavy 
lads to be moved freely within the plane during the 
lading operation. As each panel has served its pur- 
pose as a materials handling implement, it can be 
tipped over and become a normal floor complete with 
tie down rings. 

If all of these improvements develop, as Giles is sure 
they will, then there is a good chance that cargo rates 
will come down. But Giles emphasized that reductions 
in handling costs, and the time an airplane spends on 
the ground, must be reduced. 

Each morning, Riddle’s department heads gather 
with Giles to discuss how each flight of the day pre- 
ceding operated. If a flight operated as scheduled, 
Giles is pleased—if it did not, there has to be a good 
reason why. When the airline is at fault, remedial steps 
ae taken immediately. If the delay is attributable to 
4 shipper, procedures are examined to try and find 
away to help the shipper. The use of the paperboard 
pallets for the strawberries is a good example. 

In one case, a shipper was advised of a better route 
for his truck to use in reaching the airport. This is the 
sort of thing that Giles believes justifies the existence 
of all cargo airlines. 

He believes the all-cargo line has more flexibility 
and more specialists. If a shipper is 20 minutes late 
with a load of morning newspapers, the cargo line can 
wait without receiving complaints from 50 passengers. 
At the other end, it may take a little extra effort to 
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unload quickly and make up the time, but it can be 
done with cargo. With passengers it cannot. Passengers 
can only be moved so fast. 

By meeting with his staff each morning, another big 
problem—interior communications—is given a big  as- 
sist. As airlines go, Riddle is not big. Present employ- 
ment is about 600, big enough, that unless real 
effort is made, many employes will not be told of 
company policies and development. Each morning, as 
the problems of the day before are analyzed, each 
department head knows exactly what the airlines posi- 
tion is. He, then, can pass the information along. 

Riddle also uses the same theory in dealing with 
customers—keep the customer informed. The Telebill 
system fits into this idea. The punchcard record which 
Telebill develops is available on short notice and it is 
exact. For shipments which are yet to be delivered, the 
destination station has the same information as the 
origin station, and almost as soon. 

The Riddle organization also recognizes that there 
is a real future in combination truck-air service. Again, 
the airline is dealing with more than just theory. 

One of Riddle’s customers, Sears Roebuck and Co., 
uses truck-air to serve many points in Florida. Riddle 
flies Sears merchandise from the warehouse at Atlanta 
to such points as Miami, Orlando, Tampa, and West 
Palm Beach. Trucks pick up the merchandise from 
these airport cities and carry it to Sears catalog stores 
in the surrounding towns. The net effect for Sears 
amounts to having a fully stocked retail store in most 
cities and towns in Florida. Delivery on most items 
is made to Sears’ customers the next day after the order 
has been placed. 

Riddle does this job now with C-46s, and, according 
to the Sears’ people does it well. Traffic has increased 
steadily. Riddle now uses two and some times three 
C-46s to satisfy Atlanta’s needs. When Riddle first 
took on the account, one C-46 was more than enough. 

The airline is convinced that when the new equip- 
ment comes, a better job will be done, not only in the 
flying, but in the transfer from truck to aircraft or 
aircraft to truck.

Part II of the Interstate Commerce 
Act is applicable to such services be- 
cause of Sections 206 and 209, which 
require motor carriers providing trans- 
portation in interstate commerce for 
compensation, to have either a certifi- 
cate of public convenience and neces- 
sity or a contract carrier permit (in- 
cluding the filing of tariffs or mini- 
mum rate schedules and contracts in 
connection therewith) unless such 
transportation is exempt from such re- 
quirements under Section 203(b) of 
that Act. 


Pickup and Delivery Service 


The Federal Aviation Act creates no 
particular regulatory problem with re- 
spect to pick-up and delivery service. 
Section 403(a) of the Act requires 
that rates and rules applicable to pick- 
up and delivery service offered by the 
airlines must be published in their 
tariffs. That, of course, has been done. 
Section 412(a) requires that all air- 
line contracts with motor carriers for 
pickup and delivery service must be 
filed with the Board for approval. 
That, too, has been done; and the 
Board, without exception, has approved 
all such contracts. 

During its twelve years of activity 
in connection with establishing and 
maintaining pickup and delivery serv- 
ice for the airlines through contracts 
with motor carrier operators, Air 
Cargo, Inc., has never encountered 
any serious regulatory problems so far 
as the Civil Aeronautics Board is con- 
cerned. 


Section 203(b) (7a) of the Interstate 
Commerce Act provides that “the trans- 
portation of persons or property by 
motor vehicle when incidental to trans- 
portation by aircraft” is exempt from 
all provisions of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act except those relating to 
qualifications and maximum hours of 
service of employees, safety of opera- 
tions, and standards of equipment. 

The phrase, “incidental to transpor- 
tation by aircraft,” is nowhere defined 
in any statute; and since the exemp- 
tion appears in the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, the primary responsibility 
for interpreting that phrase and de- 
termining the scope of the exemption 
rests with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The applicability of the 
exemption has been considered by 
the Commission in more than thirty 
cases. In cases involving the transpor- 
tation of commercial airline traffic by 
motor carriers operating under con- 
tracts with the airlines, the Commis- 
sion has consistently held that pickup 
and delivery service between the cer- 
tificated airline point and the airport 
designated by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to serve the certificated point 
is “incidental to transportation by air- 
craft.” The Commission has also held 
that such pickup and delivery service 
may include other points included 
within a reasonable terminal area 
around such certificated point. 


PU&D Areas Accepted 


To date, the Commission has ac- 
cepted, without qualifications, the pick- 
up and delivery areas published by 
the airlines in their tariffs as being 
within the scope of the exemption in 
Section 203(b) (7a). This acceptance 
is due, in a large part, to numerous 
conferences between Air Cargo, Inc., 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which were held in 1947, during 
the initial negotiation of pickup 
and delivery contracts by Air Cargo, 
Inc. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the Civil Aeronautics 
Board both indicated informally that 
they would recognize terminal areas 
for pickup and delivery with a radius 
up to twenty-five miles from the cer- 
tificated point as being generally rea- 
sonable. However, both agencies in- 
dicated that the particular economic 
facts of each case would ultimately be 
the determining factor. Thus, where 
peculiar economic or geographic cir- 
cumstances exist, terminal areas in 
excess of twenty-five miles have been 
authorized as being within the exemp- 
tion of Section 203(b) (7a).

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Examiner Splits Decision 


In AA Bunyon Box Case

Keith’s preliminary decision 
marks the end of another round in the 
running battle which American and 
CAB’s Compliance Office have been 
waging over the 203 pound aluminum 
container. 

The proceeding was narrowed down 
to two issues. (1) Was AA violating 
the Act by not having a tariff on file 
covering the use of the container when 
the box was used by shippers to trans- 
port air freight to consignees who re- 
ceived the containers in a sealed and 
unopened condition, and (2) Was AA 
charging rates different from those 
contained in currently effective tariffs 
by computing charges on the basis of 
the actual weight of the contents of 


the Bunyon Box rather than on the 
basis of the box itself. 

On the first question, he ruled in 
favor of the carrier. “There is no dis- 
tinction,” Keith said, “in the advan- 
tages (protection and security) ad- 
vertised and offered by respondent 
whether the shipper has exclusive use 
of the Box or whether the Box is held 
at all times by the respondent and is 
packed for the shipper at respondent’s 
business location. 

Keith answered the second question 
in favor of the Office of Compliance. 
He ruled that “since the record is 
silent with reference to the shipper’s 
obligation to create and clearly shows 
that respondent has failed to inspect 
the Bunyon Boxes in order to deter- 
mine proper charges, the only practi- 
cal and logical construction or inter- 
pretation of respondent’s tariff rule is 
that the Box must be considered as 
the package or crate and its weight 
included in assessing transportation 
charges.” Since American has not done 
this, Keith found the carrier in viola- 
tion of the Act. 

The next step is for parties to file 
objections to the Examiner’s decision. 


Aerovias Sud Recommended 
For Extensive New Routes 


The all cargo carrier Aerovias Sud 
Americana has received preliminary 
blessings from Civil Aeronautics Board 
Chief Hearing Examiner Francis W. 
Brown to serve a number of additional 
points. Brown made his recommenda- 
tions in the certificate renewal and ex- 
tension of route applications of ASA 
Case. 

The carrier operates all cargo flights 
between Tampa-St. Petersburg and 
Bogota, Columbia, via Havana, Cuba; 
Merida, Mexico; Belize, British Hon- 
duras; Guatemala City, Guatemala; 
San Salvador, El Salvador; and Balboa, 
Canal Zone. 

Brown recommended new routes for 
ASA: (1) between the co-terminals 
Tampa-St. Petersburg and Miami via 
the intermediates Belize; Guatemala 
City; San Salvador; Tegucigalpa, Hon- 
duras; Managua, Nicaragua; San Jose, 
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Costa Rica; and the terminal point 
Balboa; (2) between the co-terminals 
Tampa/St. Petersburg and Miami, the 
intermediates Havana; Merida and 
Cozumel, Mexico; Caracas, and Mara- 
caibo, Venezuela; Barranquilla, Co- 
lombia; and Balboa, and (a) beyond 
Balboa via the intermediates Medellin, 
Bogota and Leticia, Colombia; Iquitos, 
Peru and the terminal Lima, Peru, and 
(b) beyond Balboa via the _ inter- 
mediates Cali, Colombia; Quito, and 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, and the terminal 
point Lima.

Carrier Round-Up 


Trans Texas Airways recently set a 
precedent by becoming the first of the 
nation’s 13 local service airlines to de- 
clare a cash dividend for stockhold- 
ers.

A material called Styrofoam, an ex- 
panded polystyrene, is easing the prob- 
lems connected with handling sensitive 
parts in shipment. Coilcraft Company 
of Cary, Illinois hit upon the use of 
the new material in the shipment of 
transformer coils and other delicate, 
small parts for the radio and television 
industry.

Electronic Impact Recorder 
Fights Handling Costs 


A new electronic impact recorder 
has joined in the fight to minimize 
in-transit damage and handling costs. 
The unit is especially designed to pro- 
vide the statistical experience and 
measurements for management to de- 
termine the extent of damage, thus 
insuring protection for future cargo 
shipments. ]

The recorder, manufactured — by 
Lockheed Aircraft Service’s Special 
Devices Division, is capable of meas- 
uring and recording “on-off” digitized 
acceleration data from impacts, shock 
or g-loads, up to 7 g’s. Now in the 
planning stage, are designs for similar 
recorders measuring shocks up to 60 
g's. 

Measurements are possible in tem- 
perature ranges from 0° to 160° F., 
with a pressure altitude to 20,000 ft. 
Six data channels are used for count- 
ing, with data being recorded against 
elapsed time on a 2-inch wide paper 
strip chart. 

The recorder is housed in a portable 
aluminum case 14% x 11% x 8% 
inches.
